Confirming certain Provisional Orders of the Local Govern- a.d. ists. 
ment Board for Ireland relating to Waterworks in the Poor 
Law Union of Downpatrick and to the Borough of Sligo. 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland, acting 
under the provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 
1871, as amended by the Loeal Government Board (Ireland) Act, 

1872, and of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874, have made, in 
5 relation to the Poor Law Union of Downpatrick and to the Borough 
of Sligo, the Provisional Orders set out in the schedule to this Act 
annexed : 

And whereas a Provisional Order made under the authority of 
the said Acts is not of any validity or force whatever until con- 
10 firmed by Parliament, and it is expedient that the said Provisional 
Orders should be so confirmed : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the - 
25 authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The said Orders set out in the schedule to this Act annexed Orders iu 
shall be and the same are hereby confirmed, and all the provisions 
of the same respectively shall, from and after the passing of this 
Act, have full validity and force. 

20 2. This Act may be cited as The Local Government Board Short title.

Provisional Order. 

WHEREAS the guardians of the poor of the Downpatrick Union, being 5 
the sanitary authority of the rural sanitary district, consisting of the Down- 
37 & 38 Viet, patrick Poor Law Union, including the town and borough of Downpatrick, 
c ‘ ' s ' ' situate in the barony of Lecale and county of Down, have the powers of supply- 
ing water within the said district conferred by “ The Sanitary Act, 1866,” 

P"Mic Health (Ireland) Act, 1874,” but are not. authorized to 30 
37 & as vi'ot. purchase or take lands or other premises otherwise than by agreement : 

»nd28. S And whereas the said sanitary authority, being about to construct certain 

waterworks for the purpose of providing a supply of water for the said town 
and borough of Downpatrick, have deposited, at the office of the Local 
Government Board for Ireland, in Dublin, plans and sections (herein-after 35 
referred to as the deposited plans and sections,' and a book of reference thereto), 
showing the works intended to be executed, and the lauds, easements, water- 
rights, and premises required for the said -works, and have presented a petition 
to the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance of the provisions of 
l‘m™’ “ Tl f L “ cal Government (Ireland) Act, 1871,” “ The Local Government Board 20 
3s & 36 Viet. (Ireland) Act, 1872,” and “The Public. Health (Ireland) Act, 1874,” seekinv 
m&'ssto. t0 be em P om!red to put in force the provisions of the “Lands Clauses Acts” 
inTit ” . . respe0t t0 the P™ hase and fclki "g of lands otherwise than by agreement 

in reference to the said lands, easements, water rights, and premises : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the said Acts having 25 
been duly published, served, and given, the Local Government. Board for 
Ireland have caused an inquiry to be held in the said district as to the genuine- 
ness of the said petition and the propriety of assenting to the prayer thereof, 
and it appears to the said Board that the prayer of the said petition should be 
assented to :

BOROUGH OF SLIGO. 

Provisional Order. 

20 WHEREAS by “ The Sligo Borough Improvement Act, 1869,” (herein- 
after referred to as the Act of 1869,) the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of 
Sligo (herein-after referred to as the Corporation) were empowered to purchase 
and take compulsorily certain lands and premises therein mentioned for the 
purpose of constructing waterworks for supplying the said borough with water, 
25 and it is provided that the powers of compulsory purchase under the said Act 
should uot 4 be exercised after the expiration of five years from the passing of 
the said Act, and the said powers have not been exercised : 

And whereas the Corporation, being tbe sanitary authority of the urban 
sanitary district consisting of the said borough, are about to construct the said 
30 waterworks in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act of 1869, and of the 
Sanitary Act, 1866, and of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874, and have 
deposited for public inspection in the town hall of Sligo plans of the proposed 
works showing the lands, water rights, and premises intended to be taken for 
the purposes of the said works, and a book of reference thereto, and have 
35 deposited copies of the said plans and book of reference at the office of the 
Local Government Board for Ireland in Dublin, ami have presented a petition 
to the Local Government Board for Ireland in pursuance of the provisions of 
« The Local Government (Ireland) Act, 187 1,” “ The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” and “ The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874,” 
40 seeking to be empowered to put in force the provisions of the Lands Clauses 
Acts in respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agree- 
ment, in respect to the said lands, water rights, and premises, and for an

Local Government Provisional Orders [41 Vict.] 
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extensioh of tlie time within which the compulsory powers of purchase of 
lauds conferred by the said Act of' 1869 can be exercised, and also seeking 
to he empowered to borrow money for the purposes of the said works, and also 
seeking to have certain amendments made in the said Act of 1869, and to 
have certain provisions made for further carrying the said Act into effect : 5 

And whereas the net annual value of the premises assessable in Sligo is 
18,109Z. 8s. : 

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the said Acts 
having been duly published, served, and given, the Local Government Board 
for Ireland have caused an inquiry to be held in Sligo as to the genuineness 10 
of the said petition and the propriety of assenting to the prayer thereof, and 
it appears to the Local Government Board for Ireland proper to make this 
Provisional Order in respect to the matters aforesaid : 

It is ordered as follows : — 

1. From and after the time when this Order shall be confirmed by Act of 15 

Parliament, the Corporation shall be and hereby are empowered to put 
in force the provisions of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the 
purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement, in reference 
to the lands, water, water rights, and other premises comprised in the 
said deposited plans and books of reference, and the Corporation shall 20 
he authorised to exercise the powers of compulsory purchase of lands 
defined by the 80tE section of the Act of 1869. 

2. The 81st section of the Act of 1869 is hereby repealed ; and it is ordered 

that the powers of the Corporation for compulsory purchase of lands 
under this Order, and uncier the said Act of 1869, shall not be exercised 9- 
after the expiration of five years from the confirmation of this Order by 
Act of Parliament. 

3. The 87th section of the Act of 1869 is hereby repealed ; and it is ordered 

that if the works for the supply of water authorised by the said Act 
are not completed within five years from the confirmation of this Order oq 
by Act of Parliament, the powers by the said Act granted to the 
Corporation for executing the said works, or in relation thereto, shall 
cease to be exercised, except as to so much thereof as is then completed, 
but nothing herein shall restrict the Corporation from extending, 
enlarging, or removing any of their engines, machinery, mains, or pipes, 35 
or improving their supply of water at any time, and from time to time ° 
as occasion requires. 

4. It shall be Jarful for the Corporation when executing the said water- 

tvorks, and when maintaining and nsing the same, to alter and deviate 
from the levels, plans, and sections referred to in the 86th section of 40 
the Act of 1869, provided that the works thus altered shall be such as 
the Corporation are empowered to execute by the provisions of the 
lltli section of the Sanitary Act of 1866. 

5. The provisions of the ninety-second section of the Act of 1669 shall apply 

to the powers of the Corporation under the said Act and this Order, and 45 
before the Corporation shall appropriate for the supply of the borough 
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any of the waters of the Doonally river, they shall mate such provision A.D. 18*8. 
as shall be necessary for supplying and shall supply water to the 
Doonally estate in the quantity and manner and subject to the provisions 
in all respects mentioned in the said section. 

G. The provisions of the ninety-third section of the Act of 1869 shall apply Providing com- 
to the powers of the Corporation under the said Act and under this P*' ^ lter 
Order; and, before the Corporation shall appropriate for the supply of Owen Wynne, 
the borough any of the waters of the Katlibraghan or Doonally river, Harlech, 
they shall make such provision as shall be necessary for supplying, and 
shall, at the expense of the Corporation, supply to the estates of Owen 
Wynne, Esq., and the Right Honourable William Orrnsby Baron Harlech 
a quantity of water, in the quantity, of the quality, and in the manner 
in all respects and subject to the provisions of the said section. 

7. For the purposes of executing the said waterworks in pursuance of the Borrowing 
provisions of the Act of 1869 and of this Order, the Corporation may powers ‘ 
from time to time borrow and re-borrow on a mortgage or mortgages 
any sum or sums of money, not exceeding in the whole the sum of 
thirty-three thousand pounds, on the security of the borough fund and 
of the rates or of any rate or rates leviable by them, as the Corporation 
may from time to time find requisite, and may grant mortgages to 
secure such advances, with interest thereon, of such rate or rates. And 
for the purposes of borrowing on mortgage, the clauses of “ The Com- 
missioners Clauses Act, 1847,” with respect to mortgages to be executed 
by the commissioners, shall be incorporated with and form part of this 
Order, and shall be applicable to the borrowing of such sum or sums of 
money as aforesaid by the Corporation, and shall be read and construed 
as if the words tc the mayor, aldermen, and burgesses of Sligo,” “ the 
town clerk,” and “ the town clerk’s office ” were inserted therein instead 
of the words “ the commissioners,” ** the clerk to the commissioners,” and 
« the office of the commissioners ” respectively. Provided that the sinking fund, 
prescribed part of the said loan to be appropriated and set apart each 
year as a sinking fund in pursuance of the eighty-fourth section of the 
said Act of 1847 shall be one fiftieth part of the said sum of thirty-three 
thousand pounds. 

8 The clauses of the Act of 1869 from and including section one hundred Repeal of bor-

and sixty- eight to and including section one hundred and seventy-two 0 f t heActof 

are hereby repealed. 1869, 

9. The mortgage debt of two thousand pounds contracted by the Town and Priority of 

Harbour Commissioners of Sligo, and transferred to the Corporation by gag^ mort " 
the one hundred and seventy-third section of the Act of 1869, and 
charged on the borough fund, shall have priority to all charges on the 
said fund or on the rates of the borough made in pursuance of this 
Order. 

10. It shall be lawful for the Corporation to effect a policy or policies of Powertoinsure 
insurance against fire on any public building or other public property 

of the Corporation, at such a rate and with such insurer or insurers as 
[210.] A 3 
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shall from time to time appear to the Corporation to be expedient, and 
to pay the premium and premiums on such policy or policies out of 
the proceeds of the borrowing fund, and of any rates or rate leviable 
by the Corporation. And the moneys, if any, which shall become 
payable under any such policy shall be applied by the Corporation in 5 
restoring, repairing, rebuilding, or replacing any such building or 
other property which may be destroyed or damaged by fire. 

11. In this Order, the expression “The Lands Clauses Acts ” means “ The 
Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,” as amended by “ The Lands 
Clauses Consolidation Act, I860,” “ The Railways Act (Ireland), 1851,” 10 
“ The Railways Act (Ireland), 1860,” « The Railways Act (Ireland), 
1864,” “ The Railways Traverse Act,” and “The Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1874.” 

12. It shall be lawful for the Corporation to defray the costs of applying 
for and obtaining this Order out of any rates leviable by them or out ^5 
of any money borrowed in pursuance of the borrowing powers herein- 
before mentioned. 

14. This Order may be cited as “ The Sligo Borough Provisional Order, 
1878.”
